Several efforts susequently made, 
at the instance of Coyle s devoted 
mother, to have the Governor com­ 
mute the sentence to imprisonment 
for life, proved unavailing. 
Coyle

counties, and the Governor saw no 
reason for interfering with the due 
execution of the law. 
The last trial having been in Ad­ 
ame county, (although the murder 
occurred in York county,) the law 
of the SU#* directed th a t his exe­ 
cution take place* at the prison at 
Gettysburg, th e county seat of Ad­
